I 
consider tierefore that we ore under an international obligation 
to compensate them for the damage which Was caused by the agents 
of HNG, and by those who were let into the premises by HMG - i.e. 
the fire brigade. 

2. If the Ethiopians received compensation from another source - 
their insurance company - the amount of compensation for which 

HMO Wes liable would be reduced to nil, since the dangge would 
have been nade good. But since our international obligation to 
compensate has already arisen, and since insurance companies 

are not renowned for promot payment, we would be subject to strong 


criticism for each day which passed without our meeting our 
obligations. 


3. In addition to tiis problem there is the one which you 
raised: nanely that even if this damage was covered by an ins- 
urance policy, and the company conceded liability, they might 
then be able to recover from HNG the maney they had paid to the 
Sthiopians. In such a case it would obviously be to our advantage 
iG eortrenee the Ethiopians direct, rather than wait for a claim 
By ¢ inguranae Company.
